' i"there first." We cast paper and other Utter 
about as if the world were our wastebasket. 
■ This Is a spacious country. We've always 
■had plenty of room to roam in. though our 
— cities have been fairly well crowded foi 
some time. But our communities are becom' 
Ing teeming places today* It Isn't easy for us 
to learn the lesson that we must accommod- 
ate to each other it they are to be at all en- 
durable. 

Think ahead..In mosWUbepIacu ^e^ljnow 
there will be mottf^eopfiflSMiit yHr,< a good, 
many mors n^e years frolD now, and more' 
cnan we can perhaps lmaglnfl,20 years hence: 

If the level of public manners drops as our 
numbers Increase, and this seems to have 
happened In recent times, than we'll soon be 
In danger of aping the ways of the Jungle. 

Basically, good public behavior stems both 
from selfrcspect and respect for your feUow 
men. If you think well of them, then It will be 
natural for you to act as if you knew. they 
were around and ha,d rights of their own, 
rights which often conflict with yours. 

Then you will exhibit kindness and defer- 
ence and courtesy. This Is what we mean by 
"accommodation." There must be much more 
of It if life In America's pubUc places is to be 
not only bearable but pleasant, attractive and 
rewarding In the crowded years ahead,"
